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MINISTRY OF ROAD TRANSPORT AND HIGHWAYS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th July, 2009 

S O. 1815(E) —Whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the then Ministry of Shipping, Road 
Transport and Highways (Department of Road Transport and Highways) number S.O. 2136(E), dated the 17th December, 
2007, published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) and issued under Sub-section (1) of 
Section 3 A of the National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the Central Government 
declared its intention to acquire the land specified in the Schedule annexed to the said notification for building (widening/ 
four laning etc.), maintenance, management and operation of National Highway No. 67 on the stretch of land from km. 80.000 
to km. 136.500 (Thanjavur-Tiruchirappalli Section) in Thanjavur District in the State ofTamilNadu; 

And whereas, the substance of the said notification has been published in “Daily Thanthi” and “The Hindu”, 
both dated the 31 st January, 2008; under Sub-section (3) of Section 3A of the said Act; 

And whereas, the Registrar, Sastra University, Thirumalaisamudram, filed objection petition before the 
Competent Authority and Special District Revenue Officer (Land Acquisition-National Highways), Tiruchirappalli in con¬ 
nection with the acquisition of the land belonging to Sastra University. After due enquiry, the Competent Authority and 
Special District Revenue Officer (Land Acquisition-National Highways), Tiruchirappalli, passed orders under Section 
3C(2) of the Act, in his Proceedings ROC. No. 60/2007 Unit ill Tjr dated 30-04-2008 by rejecting the objections as devoid of 
merits. Aggrieved by this order, the Registrar, Sastra University filed W.P. No. 4377 and MP(MD) 1 to 3 of 2008 in the 
Honourable Madurai Bench of Madras High Court and the Honourable High Court in its order dated 7th May, 2008 stayed 
further proceedings in the land acquisition; 

And whereas, the Honourable Madurai Bench of Madras High Court vide its judgment in W.P. (MD) 4377/2008 
and MP (MD) 1 to 3/2008 of dated 17th November, 2008 ordered to give the remarks/reports of the Project Director NHAI, 
Thanjavur on the objection of the petitioner (viz.) the Registrar, Sastra University within a week and the petitioner should 
offer his remarks to the Competent Authority within a week from the date ot receipt of the remarks. Then the Competent 
Authority' should hear both sides and pass orders within fifteen days; 

And whereas, the petitioners in the aforesaid writ petitions, have been offered an opportunity of appearing before 
the competent authority for consideration of the objections; 

And whereas, objections have been received and the same have been considered and disallowed by the 
Competent Authority; 

And whereas, the Competent Authority served the copy of remarks of the Project Director, NHAI,Thanjavur to the 
petitioner and obtained the remarks of the petitioner. The Competent Authority and Special District Revenue (Land 
Acquisition - National Highways), Tiruchirappalli (2nd Respondent) after hearing arguments of both sides and passed final 
orders in his Proceedings ROC. No. 60/2007/Unit Ill/Tjr., dated the 30th December, 2008 by rejecting the Petitioners 
Objections as null and void; 

Now, therefore, on receipt of the said report of the Competent Authority and m exercise of the powers conferred 
by Sub section (1) of Section 3D of the said Act, the Central Government hereby declare that the lands specified in the said 
schedule should be acquired for the above said purposes. 

And further, in pursuance of sub-section (2) of section 3D of the said Act, the Central Government hereby declares 
that on publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, the lands specified in the said Schedule shall vest absolutely 
in the Central Government, free from all encumbrances.
